Management staff from 
NOTL Hydro also pitched in, 
delivering supplies, food and 
water to the crews so they 
could continue their work 
uninterrupted. 

Considering the extent of the 
damage, says Huntingdon, "we 


were very pleased that it went 
as well as it did.” 

But many of the repairs were 
patch-up Jobs, to get power 
restored quickly. 

“We’ll have to go back to do 
permanent repairs. I expect 
we’ll be busy for another cou¬ 
ple of weeks.” 

The town’s public works 
department is still working on 


cleaning up the debris from the 
storm. Residents are asked not 
to pile trees or branches from 
private property on road 
allowances. Smaller branches 
will be picked up by the region¬ 
al garbage service, Emterra, 
during regular pick-up times. 

Larger branches can be 
taken directly to any residential 
waste drop-off depot.

Reflections and consideration about the death of international terrorist

I’ll be honest I 
didn’t know what to think 
about the discovery of Osama 
Bin Laden and the world’s 
reaction to his death. 

Like most everyone else, I 
watched intently as it was 
reported live on Sunday 
night, destined to become a 
“where were you when” topic 
of discussion. I was relieved 
he was found and was now 
out of the way, yet frustrated 
it took so long and by the 
location where he was even¬ 
tually discovered. 

Being honest, I think jus¬ 
tice was served toward this

the years. I even feel a sense 
of satisfaction now he is 
deceased. 

What I found disturbing

My first concern was not 
wanting to see the “fight fire 
with fire” mindset fed 


through this display of 
euphoria on North American 
soil. Secondly, it was over the 
death of a human being. I’ve 
said that I think he deserved 
to die, but to be publically 
jubilant over it? If you had 
turned on your TV at just that 
time, not knowing what had 
actually happened, you 
might have thought Oprah 
was somewhere nearby giv¬ 
ing away something grand. 

Many thoughts and opin¬ 
ions have been posted, tweet¬ 
ed and discussed surround¬ 
ing this world event. I’ve been 
challenged to consider why I 
think the way Idoaslprocess 
it all. There have been quotes, 
misquotes, scripture inter¬ 
pretation, misinterpretation 
from many different voices 
and beliefs. 

Examining my own heart, 
here’s my spin. In the book of 
Ezekiel it says that God does 
not take pleasure in the death 
of the wicked. I don’t think I 


should either. The apostle 
Paul was a onetime terrorist 
toward Christians.

But to the same believ¬ 
ers he wrote, ‘Beloved, do not 
avenge yourselves, but rather 
give place to wrath; for it is 
written, "Vengeance is Mine, 
I will repay,” says the Lord.’ 
He isn't speaking to the state, 
whose responsibility it is to 
exercise justice, but to the 
heart of individual believers, 
where the peace of God is 
truly birthed in a man. 

More than once, Paul says 
that this life he now lives is 
only by the power that lives in 
him, the same power that 
raised Christ from the dead, 
resurrection power.

Council continues to 
call for a compromise 
on Queenston’s Dee 
Road that will satisfy 
most residents and pre¬ 
vent the unpaved coun¬ 
try lane from becoming 
a paved thoroughfare. 



The public works 
department has been 
asked by council to 
work out a solution that 
will allow a turn-around 
large enough for emer¬ 
gency vehicles and 
make the laneway a 
one-way access to a 
new home. 

Realtor Jonathan Fast 
hopes to build a home 
on property he owns on 
Dee Road, but neither 
he nor residents want to 
see the dirt road paved 
or used as a through- 
route from the Niagara 
River Parkway to the vil¬ 
lage of Queenston. 

The public works 
department has been 
asked to negotiate an 
easement on his prop¬ 
erty to provide the turn¬ 
around, a solution he 


seemed amenable to at 
an earlier public meet¬ 
ing, as did most 
Queenston residents, 
says Councillor Gary 
Zalepa. 

The road block is an 
Ontario Municipal 
Board hearing decision 
that required the road 
to be brought up to 
provincial standards, 
which most residents, 
including Fast, hope to

the time being, until a 
report comes back to 
council to help them 
make their decision 
about the laneway, 
which is thought to be 
the oldest in Canada.

Statement of Cultural Heritage Value or Interest 



The c. 1830 portion of the house has a centre hall plan that is largely intact. There are 4 original comer fireplaces with 
simple classical mouldings. In one of the rooms to the left of the entrance there are interesting moulded panels beneath 
the windows. Much of the trim and baseboards are original to the house as are the wide pine floors. The staircase has 
a fine handrail, a simple balustrade and a rather clumsy looking newel at the bottom. However, some original tapered 
newels remain on the upper floor. The ceilings are high and the rooms are of a generous size. 

The Eckersley-McEwen House’s cultural heritage value also includes its association with George Young, the first owner 
of the property, who was one of the first members of St. Andrew’s Presbyterian Church and one of the founders of the 
Niagara Library, and John Eckersley who served as collector of customs in Halifax before coming to Niagara. 

Any person may, not later than the 3rd day of June, 2011, send by registered mail or deliver to the Clerk of the Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake notice of their objection to the proposed designation, together with a statement of the reasons for 
the objection and all relevant facts.

The local palliative care 
organization is fortunate to 
have three recliner/lift 
chairs—many similar 
groups don’t have any, 
because they are expen¬ 
sive—and Walls 

Countrywide not only 
stores the chairs but deliv¬ 
ers them and picks them up 
again when no longer 
needed to return to storage. 

The chairs, which can 
take a person from standing 
up to a reclining position, 
and back to standing, allow 
patients to stay in their 
homes longer, and relieve 
some of the burden for 
caregivers, who may find it 
a struggle to lift their ill fam¬ 
ily member and often end 
up hurting their backs, says 
Mactaggart. 


NOTL Community 
Palliative care lends them 
out as needed, but couldn't 
do it without the involve¬ 
ment of Wall's.

Niagara-on-the-Lake director 
Kelly Daniels, with a background in 
education, has chosen through her 
Lyndesfarne Theatre Projects to 
connect to the community not just 
by presenting live theatre but by 
reaching out to young people inter¬ 
ested in a career in the theatre. 

Through their Young Company 
group, Lyndesfarne offers two 
semesters of comprehensive profes¬ 
sional theatre training, including 
physical and vocal lessons, with an 
emphasis on the protocol and deco¬ 
rum of the professional world, says 
Daniels, leading up to an annual 
spring production.

Oldest lawn bowling dub in Canada 
celebrates new season, new home

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Lawn Bowling Club 
opened its season 
Saturday with all the 
pomp and circumstance 
befitting the oldest club in 
Canada moving to a new 

But the day was not 
without its difficulties. 

Although the first bowls 
were thrown under a 
beautiful blue sky, follow¬ 
ing the customary piper 
and parade of members, 
the wind storm of last 
Thursday did its damage 
to the club’s new digs at 
the Anderson Lane com¬ 
munity centre—three sun 
shelters that were erected 
hurriedly to be ready for 
the big day were swept 

‘The wind tore them 
right out,” says parks and 
recreation director Clive 
Buist. 

At a cost of about 
$6,000, the shelters were 
covered in a grant for the 
lawn bowling club. 

Under normal condi¬ 
tions, there wouldn’t have 
been a problem, but 
Thursday's wind was an 
exceptional event, says 
Buist. 


"The timing couldn’t 
have been worse. We 
rushed to get them up for 
the opening, and they 
stood for about three 
days. We’ll have to look at 
alternatives to see what 
else we can do.” 

The much-touted artifi¬ 
cial turf looked great and 
felt good underfoot, but 
presented some chal¬ 
lenges for the bowlers. 

Installed last fall, there 
was no time for the 
stretching that is a routine 
part of installation. 

The company from 
England that provided the 
turf will come back to fin¬ 
ish its work, but needs 
three sunny, warm days 
with about 65-degree 
weather to accomplish 
that task, says Buist. 

Club president Ivan 
Eaton warned bowlers 
Saturday they might find 
the turf temporarily boun¬ 
cy, but added, “at least 
compared to the dande¬ 
lions and bird holes at the 
other facility it shouldn’t 
be too bad.” 

The turf was chosen 
because of its low mainte¬ 
nance, and the fact that 
chemical spraying to rid 
grass of weeds has been 
oudawed by the province, 
says Buist. 

There are a handful of 


lawn bowling clubs in 
Canada with artificial turf, 
but the NOTL club may be 
the only one in Ontario. 

Its popularity is grow¬ 
ing, says Buist—the large 
Toronto club is having it 
installed this season. 

The company that sold 
the turf guarantees it will 
come back for stretching a 
second time if necessary, 
but so far hasn't had the 
good weather required to 
get the first stretching 

"We just haven’t had 
that luck yet with the 
weather. But once we get 
over these last few hurdles 
it will be a great home for 
the club.” 

The biggest change, an 
advantage for the club 
that was established in 
1877, is the size of the 
green—the larger surface 
allows the club to host 
championships at a high¬ 
er level than it has been 

Eaton announced at the 
opening that in addition 
to the regular jitneys, the 
club has added an in- 
house pairs league, and 
already has six tourna¬ 
ments planned for the 
season.
